Local Strike Leader Elliott admitted this 
that one-third of the strikers in St. 
had gone back to work and that unless 
n general strike of all organized labor in this 
city were immediately ordered the strike 
Was gone up so far as St. Louis is concerned. 
But he has by no means given up the hope of 
eventually winning out, or at least he says 
go. Herealizes that it is idle to deny the 
‘truth, as bis men know as well as he what 
is going on here. 

There can be no doubt that at least one- 
third of the men engaged in the strike have 
gone back and that this fact is weakening 
the determination of the others he plainly 
Sees. The strikeis not off but it needs a 
powerful stimulant to keep it going. Elliott 
Delieves that a general strike of organized 

labor in St. Louis would be such a stimulant 
and sone frankly admits that he now de- 
pendson this. It would, he Delieves, in- 
crease the enthusiasm of those still out and 
would {perhaps arouse those who have al- 
ready returned to work for fear of losing 
their situation, to rally once more in the 
hope of eventual success for the entire cause.

No General Strike in Chicago 
Stock Yards To-Day. 


State Troops Will Remain on Duty for 
Some Time. 


DEBS STILL HOPEFUL AND WILE NOT 
CALL OFF THE BOYCOTT. 


Labor Cemmissieoner Wright Tatks 
About the Proposed Investigation— 
The President's Action Indersed by 
Members of Congress and Other Pub- 
He Men—Continuimg the Fight in 
Wyeming. 


OnIcAGoO, II., July 16.—There was no gen- 
eral strike of employes in the stock yards to- 
day. All the packing houses are running 
but with reduced forces. The men who went 
out last week have not returned, and not 
enough new men have been obtained to bring 
the force of employes up to the normal 
standard. 

Debs and Howard made adaresses in the 
stock yards district yesterday, and it was 
announced that a general walk-out in all the 
packing establishments would take place at 
10 o’ clock to-day, but it did not. 

Mayor Hopkins said to-day that the state- 
ment that some ofthe troops ou duty in the 
city would De sent home dy noon to-day was 
without foundation. None would be ordered 
home to-day though possibly some ofthe 
outside companies would be sent dome to- 


morrow. 
DEBS STILL HOPEFUL. 


When Eugene V. Debs, President of the 
American Rallway Union, was seen at the 
Revere House to-day, he expressed himeeif 
as belng still in hopes of winning the strike. 


Me have by no means conceded that the 
strike is lost at Chicago, said Mr. Debs. 
he men who are out here are 
still enthusiastic and from what 
I saw in addressing several thousand 
of them yesterday I am satisfied that the 
cause is not lost. Hereafter we are not going 
to make our plans public before they are 
executed. lam strongly of the opinion that 
the American Rallway Union will give evi- 
dence of its strength here by moves that will 
be made by rallway employes very soon.’’ 

Atnoon to-day strikers’ headquarters at 
UhlUch’'s Hall were being eulivened as much 
as possible by speeeh-making. Mr. Debs 
himself participated in the oratory. He con- 
fined his remarks largely to roasting the 
newspapers. 

Armour, Swift and Morris began siaugt- 
tering to-day without being @tstarbed by any- 
body. They were each running about a 
quarter of their usual force undera military 
guard in the stock yards. 

Debs charges the General Managers’ Asso- 
ciation with an abnormal lack of sincerity. 
**The strike is not over,“ he declares. We 
are goingto win. The rallroads are running 
freight trains, but they are carrying little 
freight. Three months more of this sort of 
thing and every railroad in Chicago will be 
bankrupt. The strike is still on and will be 
on until we win.’’

ARCHBISHOP IRELAND'S COMMENTS. 

Archbishop Ireland, in an interview on the 
strike says: The fatal mistake which has 
been made ia connection with this strike is 
that property has been destroyed. the liberty 
of citizens interfered with, human life endan- 
gered, social order menaced, tbe instita- 
tions and freedom of the country put in 
most serious jeopardy. The momect such 
things happen, all possible questions as to 
rights and grievances of labor must be 
dropped out of sight and all efforts of law- 
abiding citizens and of pablic officials made 
to serve in maintaining public order and 
guarding at all costs the public weal. Labor 
must learn that, however sacred its rights 
be, there is something above them and abso- 
— supreme — social order and the laws of 
public justice. 

„Jam far from saying that labor has not 
bad its grievances in America nor that re- 
dress must not be sought. I would not re- 
spect the laborer who seeks notto enjoy all 
his rights and to improve his condition. But 
all this must be done within the lines of 
social order and law. Theremedy for these 
ilis is a healthy public opinion and fair pub- 
lic legisiation, and all legitimate effo in 
these directions, whether by single act or 
united force, are laudable, 

**Labor has made great progress in the re- 
cent past;it must not be toohasty. Time 
and patience are requisites to fina! success.’’ 

DENOUNCED LABOR LEADERS.

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THE BISMARCK PLAN. 


Labor Leaders Discuse the German Sys- 
tem of Railway Bmployment. 

CuicaGco, July 16.—Labdor leaders now in 
the city were asked their opinion of the plan 
for the solution of labor troudies which 
originated with Prince Bismarck and is now 
in successful operation in Germany and re- 
ferred to in Editor Medill’s signed telegram 
to the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. 


Briefly, the plan submitte‘4 is that Congress 
should passa law reserving a pension fund 
forthe employes of the great railroad cor- 

rations. This fund should consist, say, 

per cent of the men’s earnings and 1 per 
cent of the gross earnings of the 
ratiroad com panies. It should be 
controlled dy a financial agent of 
the Governmentand should be invested in 
sound railroad bonds, aot stocks. The bill 
should provide that any man who had faith- 
fully discharged his duties for a certain 
namber of years could retire for life on half 
pay. Ifta man was Killed his family should 
be entitiea to the r There should 
also be a clause providing for the eg ae of 
a certain sum when employes are ill. In fact 
the fund should be disbursed on the plan in 
vogue inthe better class of Denevolent so- 
cletles. 

Mr. Debs could not eradicate his idea of 
government ownership of railroads but in 
lieu of that pet scheme h was willing to ac- 
cept the one proposed. He wished to hear it 
discussed, however, by the men of the day. 

Vice-President Howard of the American 
Raliway Union was flat-footed ia his ap- 
proval of the plan. 

Director L. W. Rogers of the American Rall- 
way Union was disposed to criticise the 
scheme, but thought it on the whole a meri- 
torious one.

Water Commissioner Holman, when seen 
this morning, said: ‘‘The people must have 
a little pationce, and that lake will de satis- 
factorily fillea within tue course of a few 
Weeks.

For the simple reason that the City Water 
Works are tested to their fulicapacity at 
present to keep up the supply for consumers. 
We are right in the middle of the dry season 
and we cannot spare more than 1.000,000 gal 
lons per day for that lake.

ONE BILLION FEET PER YEAR. 


Texas Timber Being Cut Up at Repid 
Rate— Prospects of an Increase. 


From the New York Evening Post. 

Texas is no longer rich in her ‘‘primeval 
forests.’’ The woodman’s ax has not spared 
the tree, and her fine timber has been cut 
down and sawed up by the local mills at the 
rate of 1,000,000,000 feet a year. This has been 
going on for the past three or four years, 
since the Northwestern lands became de- 
nuded andthe eyes of the lumbermen were 


turned toward Texas. The timber re- 
sources Of this State have been greatly exag- 
gerated, both by the State officials and the 
timber experts’’ who rode through the 
conntry on railroads, and gained their in- 
formation by looking from the car windows 
or talking with the country storekeepers. 
Asis well Known, the greater part of the 
State is prairie lands. Of the 245 counties, 
only forty are classed as ‘‘timber counties.’ 
The total area of these counties is 381,993 
square miles, equal to 20,475,520 acres. Of 
course a great deal of this area is devoted to 
farming, and in some of these counties there 
is only sufficient pine timber for local uses. 
Experts in timber state that the pineries 
contain from 6,000 to 25,000 feet per acre. 
Northern capital has extended rallroads 
through this section in the last few years, 
and lumber mills dave been planted along 
these roads at short distances, making 
greatinroads upon the once thickly wooded 
regions of the pineries. Within the past 
five years many counties that were thickly 
wooded have been almost entirely cut 
It is estimated that in the forty tim-

The timber is bard, and is used 
in the manufacture of furniture and in build. 
ing. Some of the railroad companies are 
experimenting with the long-leafed variety 
for cross-ties as preferable to oak—more 
durable; being sawed, they furnish a more 
even surface than the hewn ties. If this ex- 
periment ts a suecess the destruction of the 
Pineries will go on at a more rapid rate. The 
stumpage is 50 cents per acre.

She Wins the Belfast Yacht Race, out- 
satlimg the Vigilant. 


BWTAST, July 16.—The yacht race is half 
sailed. The Vigilant leads by zm. 36. 

The Britannia passed the Vigilant between 
the first and second mark-boats on the third 
round and led by zm. 19s. 

BELFastT, July 16.—The Vigilant rounded 
the Bangor, or home, mark-boat the frst 


time at 1:02:24 and the Britannia followed at 
1:08:42. The Britannia made a gain of 
Oftty seconds in the first lap of the 
second round and passed tne Carrickfergus 
mark boat only forty-one seconds behind the 
Vigilant. The advantage was only tem- 

rary, however, for in the run to the Black 
ead t the Vigilant widened the gap that 
separated der from the Britannia and re- 
aqueced the mark two minutes and forty- 
four seconds in the lead, having gained 
that length two minutes and fourteen 
seconds. 

Fourteen seconds was added in the run to 
com plete the second round. The time ofthe 
two yachts in rounding the Bangor mark- 
boat was: Vigilant, 2:48:53; Britannia,

The Britannia won the yacht race. 
THE COUNTY DOWN CUP. 

The race was for the County Down Cup, £50 
to £2 added for second yachts, over 
the Royal Ulster Yacht Club’s course, 
Belfast Lough, 50 miles. Mark-boat No. 1 


was anchored off the club battery at Bangor, 
County Down. Mark-boat No. 2 was off 
Carrickfergus, on the opposite Antrim shore, 
about a mile eastof the bank.

A HYPHOTIC WORDER. 


A Woman Compelled to Commit Suicide 
by a Scheming Hypnotist. 


From the Philadelphia Times, 

‘*She was compelled to commit suicide.“ 
That isthe curious vwerdict of a Coroner’s 
jury on the death of Mrs. Caroline Paul, who 
died at her dome ih Hemlock Hollow last 
Thursday night. Hemlock Hollow is a back- 
woods town ta tbe southern end of Wayne 
County,and because of its seclusion the facts 
attending the death of the woman have been 
slow to reach the outer world.Mrs. Paul was 
a farmer’s widow.’ She has two sons and 
lived happily with them up to three years 
ago, when she came under the influence of 
Rev. John W. Harrison, an ex-minister of 
the Methodist Churoh, whoabout tbat time 
was Geprived by conference of his charge. 

Harrison's infleence over the woman was a 
peculiar and powerful one. She signed over 
all her property, real and personal, worth 
several thousand dollars, to the ex-minister, 
and it was afterwards developed that for this 
she had received no recompense whatever. 

One Jacob Everly, having a claim against 
Mrs. Paul, secured a Sheriff's interpleader to 
determine the ownershipof the property. 
Harrison’s title was annulled and pro- 
mounceda fraud. He appealed to the su- 

reme‘ourt. While his appeal was pending 

verly levied on the real estate, which Har- 
risun bought for $600, including payment of 
debts and costs of proceedings. Everly after- 
ward sued Harrison for perjury and for com- 
pelling Mrs. Paul to commit perjury, by 
swearing that he (Harrison) had paid 
money te her forthe house and farm ceded 
to him. Harrison was acquitted of perjury, 
but was sent to jail for failing to pay the 
costs. 

On Wednesday Mrs. Paul wasin the fields 
near her bouse picking berries. Harrison 
was close by. After a time the woman re- 
turned to the house. Harrison followed and, 
finding the door locked, burst it in and en- 
tered. Toward evening he summoned neigh- 
bors, who found Mrs. Paul in bed and un. 
conscious. For about twenty-fours he re- 
fused to permit the people to help her. Then 
Dr. Rodman of Hawley was summoned, to 
whom Harrison said Mrs. Paul had swal. 
lowed a teaspoonful of morphiner At 9 
o’clock Thursday night she died. 

Harrison produced a paper written in the 
German language and signed by Mrs. Paul 
saying she did not take der own life and that 
Harrison had not taken it. Nevertheless a 
jury found a verdict that Mrs. Paul had died 
by morpbine taken by herself contrary to 
her will. The jury’s verdict is based on the 
belief that Harrison had absolute control 
over the woman and compelled her to poison 
herself. The people of Hemiock Hollow are 
enraged over the matter and Harrison 
bas fied. .
